Friel Allen got eighteen years 
And Sidna Edwards fifteen scars. 


Through the decade of their 
Incarceration they have been de- 
clared model prisoners. * They 
have aided various patriotic and 
charitable movements by contri- 
butions of their handiwork, hidna 
Allen and Wesley EdtVards bolus 
expert craftsmen In woodwork.

Annie Jones, colored, wife of Will 
Jones, 'who was arested on Wednes- 
day in Liucktown by Sergeant J. H. 
Martin, Patrolman T. E Bowles and 
W. A Thomas ol SohooIfieLd, on 
the charge of stealing a gun today 
re\ealed a.murder which has few 
equals in local annals for sheer bru- 
tality. . 
Acording to the woman's state- 
ment,' last January during the deep 
snow. Jones picked up his three-year- 
old child and pitched him. into a b>az- 
ingr stove. Its frantic screams mov- 
ed the man to pull the human form 
from the flames. Then he opened the 
door and. laughing, flung the babe 
into the deep snow. 
The mother, 
who had ben stunned by a blow on 
the head picked up the child, hor- 
ribly burned and tried to &xve it. 
The infant died in two days. 
This shocking revelation was made 
this morning before Magistrate K. 
S. Fitts at School Held who heard evi- 
dence in the case of the gun theft 
and for which Jones was remanded 
to jail to await action by the grand 
jury in Chatham. 
Annie Jones told the whole story 


in the presence of several people. 
Jones had threatened to kill her if 
she breathed a word about the mur- 
der committed by him and she sa:d 


that she had been afraid ever since. 
Realizing that Jones was behind the 
bars and could not Tiurt her she made 
a full confession it the horrible af- 
fair. 
Jones and his wife are said to-have 
lived at that time on Nat Turner's 
land which is just across the state 
line in North Carolina and for that 
reason Jones cannot be dealt with 
for infanticide sn the Virginia, courts. 
In all probability he will be taken 
to Rockinghd.m county, N. C., to 
stand trial. On the day of the crime, 
when the snow Jay deep over this 
country Jones, according to the wom- 
an's story came into the cabin in an 
angry mood. "He was just mad" the 
woman said. She stated that he 
Assaulted the three-year-old child and 
that when she intervened he picked 
up a weapon and dealt her a blow on 
the head which sent her reeling Into 
a corner of the room. Then he pick- 
ed up: the bafay and. removing the 
lid of the stove, which was nearly 
red hot because of the low tempera- 
ture, he literally cast the child Into 
the red embers. 
A moment later he 
had snatched the child up and in a 
frenzy of-anger kicked open the door 
and threw the halt conscious child 
out into the snow. 
Police Sergeant Martin, and Offi- 
cers Bowles and Thomas heard some- 
thing recently about the crime.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—Insisting that 
their baby, born In the Bergen Sani- 
tarium six weeks ago, was a boy, Mr. 
and Mrs. Edward Rich of No. 62 
Dwight street, Jersey City, yesterday 
defied city and hospital authorities to 
force them to accept a girl baby, 
Dorothy Helen, as their own. 
The couple have steadily refused to 


acknowledge Dorothy Helen as their 
baby, since physicians and nurses at 
the hospital told Mrs. Rich more than 
a week after her baby was born that 
the child she had been nursing was a 
girl and not the boy she wanted. She 
says the hospital authorities at "first 
told her a boy had been born to ner 
She left Dorothy Helen behind at the 
hospital and officials of the Bergen 
Sanitarium appealed ,_to the 
Jersey 
City authorities to force the Rich'a 
to accept the girl baby. 
•'It's a mistake," Mrs. Rich cried 
when City Poormaster Gorge Murray 
informed them that his investigation 
convinced him there had been no 
switching of babies. "Ours was a boy, 
Just as we had wlshed.it to be." 
Poormaster Murray then served 
warrants upon them on charges of 
abandonment.

Mrs. Rich admitted to Murray that 
Dorothy Helen was the flrst baby she 
saw at the hospital after her own was 
born. 
The baby was placed in her 
arms the morning after the birth, she 
said. It was not until a week after the 
oaby was placed in her arms, she con- 
tended, that she was told it was a 
Jfirl.From that time until last Sunday 
Dr. David Russell, head of the Ber- 
gen Sanitarium, made unsucces&ful ef- 
forts to -^ersuade Mrs. Rich to accept 
Dorothy Helen as her child. Then he 
applied to Poormaster Murray who 
had he baby taken from the Mothers' 
Institute Jersey City, to his office yes- 
terday.

The one hundred and 
fifty young women given employment 
here were notified on Wednesday that 
they would be paid oft today and that 
they would be .notified by advertise* 
ment should the company decide v? 
resume operations here. 
B. F. liipscomb, local manager OV 
the concern stated this morning whe» 
questioned as to the cause oC this step 
which robs Danville of an important 
manufacture, that business conditions 
In Ihe parlcular line of little cigarf 
made here were so quiet that the com- 
pany had decided to close its smallest 
factory which is situated here. Mr* 
Lipscomb said that while the closing 
was indeflmte, that it was quie possible- 
"that operations would be resumed or 
that po&ibly a some later date the 
company might elect to use its local 
factory in the manufacture of some 
other brand of cigarette. There has 
been a curtailed demand for the type 
of little c-§rar made here and as the 
company makes them in some of Ite 
othe rplants situated in New Jersey* 
Maiyland, Kentucky and Virginia, it 
was decided to continue them and tc" 
close down the local plant. 
Charles Blaha of the 
Baltimore 
plant is here assisting in the task of 
winding up the company's affairs. 
While alt of the loose tobacco used 


in the manufactur'e of the little cigars 
made here will be shipped to the oth- 
er plants the machinery will not be 
dismantled, this rather indicating that 
the company may resume work" here"' 


.The local plant has. a capacity to 
turn Out 450.030 cigarettes a day or 
15,000,000 a month. 
Operations were started in Danville 
on lower Loyal street six years ago. 
The local manufactory Is modern in 
every way and in order to render its 
best service to those \vorking at the 
plant a cafeteria was installed on the 
top floor for the use of those who 
work m the plan, meals being served, 
at a minimum, cost. 
The decision to close the plant was 
known here last Sunday but no inti- 
mation of this was made public until 
Wednesday night when the girl work- 
ers were "told that the manufactory 
would discontinue and that they 
would receive their pay today.

months ago the opportunity to take 
steps that might have prevented the 
terrible masacres that bav« occurred 
in Smyrna and elsewhere in Asia 
Minor and Turkey, was also charged 
by representative? of the Armenian- 
American Society, the Near East Re- 
ii«f and other organisation Interested 
in preventing slaugnter of the Inno- 
cents in the Near East. 


As far back as last February, it 
was pointed out. a resolution was in- 
troduced In the House by Representa- 
tive John Rogers, of Mass., Republi- 
can, requesting the president of the 
Cnlted States to take up with Great 
Britain. France and Italy the calling 
of a conference to consider methods 
whereby the Armenians and 
other 
Christian people? might be given op- 
portunity to establish themselves as 
a nation; and be saved from persecu- 
tion. 
Extended Hearings were held on 
the Rogera. resolution by the House 
Comitee -on Foreign Affairs to which 
It was referred. 
Its adoption, by 
Congres was urged by the following 
who appeared before the committee: 
Walter George Smith, president of 
the 
ArrrtenianvAmerlcan 
Society, 


George R. Montgomery, director of 
the society; Charles V. Vickrey. gen- 
eral secretary ot the Near East Re- 
iief; Rev W. C Emharclt, represent- 
ing the presiding bishops and 
the 
Council of the Episcopal church of 
the United States. 


, Despite the enforcement of these 


"spokesmen, ,the resolution was al- 
lowed to die in the committee. 
The Republican members of the

vented the Smyrna masacrss upon 
advice from officials of the State De- 
partment that it 
might embarrass 
President Harding and Secretary of 
State, Hughes, in carrying out their 
policy of aloofness from all European 
and Asiatic affairs, it was charged 
today by Representative -R- Walton 
Moore, of Virginia, and other mem- 
bers of the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee and officials of the niter- 
ested relief organizations. 
It was recalled today that it was 
freely predicted at the hearings that 
unless there was concerted action by 
the powers, endorsed by the United 
States ,tne masascres that have re-_ 
cen,tly occurred_w_p_uld follow. 
That there is a, complete. ;peecedent* 
for the action that was asked of the

nointed out today by Representative 


Moore who cited a parallel case that 
occurred under the administration of 
President Monroe when the Greeks 
were being oppressed by the Turks.

personal us* a^d benefit of Mr. Clarke. 
Accoiding to allegations in the memor- 
odium accompanjing the charges Air 
Clarices used the mails collect monej 
on the following plans. 
Grand Golblins were required to be 
bonded to hf amount of S5 000 for 
which the fee of $25 00 Tias required
